Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962.  the  contents  and  arrangements 
of  which  arc  in  accordance  with  Circular  I  54  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  most  noticeable  feature  of  the  year  was  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  other  parts 
of  the  country  in  the  early  months.  Although  this  area  was  not  directh  affected  there  was 
a  big  demand  for  vaccination. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  visited  the  district  and  there  was  the  usual  good 
response  from  the  public  to  the  invitation  to  come  and  have  their  pictures  taken. 

The  “Meals  on  Wheels”  service  which  commenced  in  the  autumn  of  1962  has,  in  my 
opinion,  facilities  for  cooking  second  to  none,  and,  under  the  guidance  of  the  W.Y.S.  got 
oft'  to  a  fine  start. 

1  would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  for  their  encouragement  throughout  the  year. 

To  the  Heads  of  Departments  I  am  again  obliged  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times 
To  Mr.  W.  C.  Ranson,  whose  report  follows  mine,  I  owe  an  especial  debt  for  his  unstinted 
help  in  all  matters  concerning  the  health  of  the  District. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  two  clerical  officers,  Mr.  R.  K.  Nuttall  and  Miss  D.  E.  Fox. 
who  working  in  the  Area  Health  Office,  have  contributed  materially  to  the  smooth  conduct 
of  affairs.

The  General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  District 

1.  Laboratory  Facilities 

This  work  is  now  done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Middlesbrough,  only  the 
biological  test  for  tuberculous  milk  being  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Northallerton. 


2.  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946 

With  certain  exceptions  the  Guisborough  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  exercises  the  functions  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  supervising  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  services  provided  under  this  Act. 
The  Committee  met  every  two  months.  It  is  composed  of  members  of  the  County  Council, 
of  the  three  District  Councils  of  Guisborough,  Skelton  and  Brotton,  and  Loftus,  and  of 
certain  co-opted  members.  Among  the  services  administered  are  the  following: — 

Domestic  Help  Service  Home  Nursing 

Prevention  of  illness :  Care  and  After  Care  Health  Visiting 
Ambulance  Service  Midwifery 

Vaccination  and  Immunization  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children.

1  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out  in  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1962. 

Water  Supplies 

During  the  year,  fifty-four  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
from  various  supply  points  in  the  district.  The  samples  obtained  in  the  Liverton  area 
continue  to  shew  a  quality  of  water  which  is  below  standard,  and  the  Council  are  in  the 
process  of  negotiating  for  an  alternative  supply  to  be  made  available  by  the  Statutory  Water 
Undertakers.

Food  Premises 

The  following  table  shews  the  number  of  food  premises  of  various  types  within  the 
Urban  District.  In  a  case  where  a  shop  deals  in  more  than  one  type  of  goods,  cognisance 
has  been  taken  of  the  main  food  sold.  Of  these  premises  33  are  also  registered  for  the 
sale  only  of  ice  cream,  there  being  no  ice  cream  manufactured  in  the  district.  In  addition

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1956 

During  the  year,  169  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  and,  while  minor  infringements  were  found,  the  general  standard  of  hygiene 
was  very  good.  In  15  cases  where  attention  was  drawn  to  infringements,  the  trouble 
was  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Licensed  Premises 

There  are  1 8  licensed  premises  in  the  area.  Twenty-seven  inspections  have  been  made 
to  these. 

Fish  Frying. 

There  are  seven  fish  frying  premises  in  the  district.  These  were  inspected  on  25 
occasions. 

Bakehouses 

There  are  four  bakehouses  in  use  in  the  district.  Twenty-two  inspections  of  these  were 
carried  out. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  to  me  during  the  year. 

Meat  Inspection 

100%  inspection  for  all  meat  slaughtered  within  the  district  has  been  carried  out,  at 
the  two  private  slaughterhouses  operating,  and  for  this  purpose  387  visits  were  made. 
2259  lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned  as  being  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  and  the  whole  of  this  amount  was  surrendered  voluntarily.

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

Conversion  of  pail  closets  and  privies  to  the  water  carriage  system  has  been  at  a  higher 
rate  than  last  year.  During  the  year  there  were  48  conversions  bringing  the  total  number 
of  houses  with  the  water  carriage  system  to  2,703  and  reducing  the  number  of  houses 
without  to  120. 

Owners  of  property  are  notified  of  the  grant  paid  by  the  Council  towards  the  cost  of 
converting  to  the  water  carriage  system  when  sanitary  pans  are  reported  as  being  defective. 
This  grant,  plus  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  sanitary  pans,  has  greatly  assisted  towards  the 
increased  number  of  conversions. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  district,  except  for  isolated  dwellings, 
has  been  maintained  on  a  weekly  basis  throughout  the  year  under  review.  This  has  been 
possible  by  using  additional  transport  and  men  to  augment  the  regular  collection  team  to 
cover  time  lost  on  public  holidays. 

This  year  has  seen  the  closure  of  the  North  Road  refuse  tip,  and  commencement  of 
tipping  at  Deepdale  shale  tip.  The  new  tip  site  is  proving  to  be  very  satisfactory. 


Shops  Act,  1950,  Section  37  and  38 

Fifty-one  visits  were  paid  under  the  above-mentioned  sections.  Unsatisfactory 
conditions  were  found  in  5  instances  and  were  remedied. 


Moveable  Dwellings 

One  further  caravan  site  was  licensed  during  the  year,  making  three  sites  in  the  area. 

Fifteen  visits  were  paid  to  the  three  licensed  sites  and  no  unsatisfactory  conditions 
were  found. 


Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  disposal  of  sewage  is  carried  out  by  discharging  into  the  sea  and  during  the  year 
under  review  there  have  been  no  complaints  received  in  connection  with  the  sewer  outfall. 

Blockages  on  the  smaller  sewers  continue  to  occur,  many  of  which  have  been  found 
to  be  caused  by  abuse. 
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An  extension  of  the  sewer  at  Hasington  to  serve  the  whole  of  the  village  was  completed 
during  the  year.  Only  Liverton  Village  and  outlying  farms  in  the  area  arc  now  without 
main  sewerage  facilities,  and,  in  this  connection,  the  ( Council  are  considering  the  possibilities 
of  a  sewerage  scheme  to  serve  Liverton  Village. 

New  drainage  work  on  the  C  louncil’s  housing  schemes  and  also  on  private  development 
continues  to  be  tested,  and  where  practicable  the  water  test  is  applied.  Ad\  ice  on  suitable 
drainage  lav-outs  is  also  given  when  required. 

In  this  connection  the  co-operation  between  local  contractors  and  my  department  has 
been  very  good,  and  notification  of  drainage  work  has  been  consistently  submitted,  thus 
enabling  this  work  to  proceed  efficiently  and  smoothly. 

Clean  Air  Act. 

The  following  table  shews  the  deposit  in  tons  per  square  mile  in  respect  of  the  deposit 
gauge  at  Skinningrove  and  the  concentration  of  smoke  in  microgrammcs  per  cubic  metre 
m  respect  of  the  smoke  filter  at  Loftus.  Readings  at  the  deposit  gauge,  classed  as  an 
industrial  site,  have  been  below  average  for  the  area,  but  the  percentage  of  FeO  is  high 
m  proportion.  The  readings  from  the  smoke  filter  shew  reasonably  satisfactory  results. 

Nineteen  observations  were  made  of  smoke  emissions  from  plant  in  the  area.
